International unions, local unions and progressive organizations 


representing many hundreds of thousands of members yesterday joined 


the nationwide protest against Nazi barbarism against Jews. 

Typical of the resolutions denouncing the pogroms was the one 
addressed by District 1, State, County and Municipal Empioyes of 
America, representing 12,000 members in New York City.

“The measures taken in the last few days to impose penalties 
on the Jewish people for what a boy did, driven out of his mind 
by the effects upon himself and his family of Nazi policy, have 
filled all the people of this country with dismay and horror. 

“We cannot permit our voices of protest to be silenced by 
Goebbels’ threat to make things worse for the victims of Nazi 
persecution if protest is continued. The Nazis cannot dictate to 
the American people. Events in Germany are of increasing con- 
cern to us in America... . 

“We have called upon the President of the United States to 
take official action on behalf of the government of this country 
m protest against the policies of the Nazi government.”

Nourish Hitler Brutality ? 


The American Ambassador to Hitler Ger- 
many, Hugh Wilson, has been recalled. This 
is an unmistakable crack at the Hitler gov- 
ernment and its cold-blooded savagery. 


In recalling our Ambassador, President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hull are acting ex- 
actly as the American people want them to 
act. If ever the American people passionately 
desired to express in action their profound 
horror at the latest crimes of Nazi barbarism, 
this is the time. 

Every new cable brings new horrors. Nazi 
ferocity gorges itself on new victims and 
new cowardly crimes. 

Nazi frightfulness, it is now clear to 
‘America, knows no limits and has a goal 
which menaces all of humanity. 

The American people deeply desire to take 
action, to express themselves in deeds, pre- 
cisely because of the realization that this 
awful Hitlerite bestiality directly menaces 
our own democratic civilization, our own lives 
and safety. Fascism is a beast which feeds 
on blood and demands ever new sacrifices. 
No one is safe. No one can be safe without 
resistance. 

There is method in ‘this fascist seeming 
madness. It is the method of WAR! In his 
unloosed brutality at the Jews—a brutality 
which includes as its victims Catholics, Prot- 
estants or any human being who dares to 
think—Hitler is cold-bloodedly preparing for 
more WAR. 

His plan is to crush every sentiment of 
war-resistance within Germany itself, to 
“fortify the rear” of fascism. At the same 
time, fascism, aided by the Chamberlain 
treacheries of Munich; hopes that his latest 
pogroms will terrify the peace-loving peoples 
of the democratic nations. 

It is against American democracy that 
Hitlerism aims more and more of its dag- 
ger points. German fascism sees in our 
democracy the hated enemy which bloeks 
its plans for world conquest. Hitlerism 
sends its spies and secret agents here; it 
sends its propagandists to poison our de- 
mocracy ; it sends its funds to corrupt and 
prostitute wherever it can find willing ac- 
complices for its work; it wages an unre- 
lenting economic and political warfare 
against the United States.

New Low for Norman Thomas 


° All of the deep outrage and indignation 
which humanity feels against Hitler’s un- 
precedented barbarism in Nazi Germany— 
all of this, Norman Thomas shamelessly tries 
to turn against the Soviet Union. Such is the 
contemptible note struck in a speech made 
by Thomas at Yale University on Sunday. 

It is true that Thomas spoke of the 
“shame,” the “brutality” and the “medieval 
cruelty” of Hitler’s bestial persecution of the 
Jewish people. Certainly, mankind the world 
over must realize how uneasily rest civiliza- 


tion itself so long as such savagery can take 


place anywhere on earth. 

But what was Thomas’ purpose? This 
he revealed by telling the Yale students that 
no one can “denounce the deeds of Hitler” 
and yet “condone those of Soviet Russia.” 
What is this but an open call to lynch in- 
citement against the Soviet Union? 

What is this but Thomas’ foul attempt to 
turn the indignation of mankind against the 
one country where anti-Semitism is a crime 
—the one country which progressive human- 
ity sees today as a fortress of freedom and 
civilization? That Thomas chooses this mo- 
ment to launch his disgraceful attack, shows 
how low in anti-Soviet slime he has sunk. 

This indicates how easily and deeply 
Thomas plays into the hands of the most 
vicious reactionaries, the very ones who 
breed fascist anti-Semitism.

UNITY HAS FIRST PLACE 


This correspondent had the privi- 
lege of attending the A. F. of L. 
convention in Houston as well as the 
present CIO convention. The way 
the two groups handled the unity 
question offered a dramatic con- 
trast. Unlike the Houston conven- 
tion, the CIO gathering demon- 
strated a profound understanding of 
the need for uniting labor and for 


bringing labor and the ‘ibera! forces 
together in order to beat back reac- 
tion.
